This, he says, he spurned at; and de- 
termined, at once, te trust the Lord Je- 
sus Christ for bread, rather than deny 
being a Christian. He describes several 
persons as much interested with the Gos- 
pel of St. Matthew, which he had with 
him. In one place three Rajpoots de- 
tained him several Ww conversing 
about the Gospel, till; being 
all spent, he was obliged to leave them. 

May 26—A Mahometan, from Berth- 
pore, in the service of the Rajah, attend- 
ed worship on Tuesday evening. He 
came much prejudiced against the truth ; 
aiid was very angry at the explanation

At this rate 2000 families could be visi- 
ted ina week. Now allowing each fumily 
to consist of 5 members, there would be 
no less than 10,000 souls, who would 
hear of a Saviour and salvation in the 
short space of one week with little trou- 
ble. He enforced this duty ina very 
solemn manner, and it had a happy ef- 
fect, for thenext sabbath when'he preach- 





ed in the commons, the poor creatures 
flocked out by hundreds to hear the 
word ; and last Sabbath week he preach- 
ed to about 5000 persons out of doors.”

It has been observed here for several days 
past that the atmosphere has been filled with 


We have not been able to ascertain its extent, 
with much precision, but we are informed by a 
gentleman from the neighborhood of the con-
